Some days ago I received a letter 


from Dr. 
Daniel C. Roberts, 
our 


chairman' of. the committee on ,pcnal 
institutions, stating' that on account' 
of in health he would be unaule to 
lie present at this meeting and ask- 
ing me to present something to you 
today in the nature of a report for 
this committee. 
Our association Is 


indeed unfortunate that Dr. Roberts 
it. .unable to -be -present and give such 
a report as he only can gi^e. May 
bis sickness be short and may he be 
spared for many years, of useful life, 
not only to this association but V 
his chosen work. 


It has beun my good fortune—or 


otherwise—for the past two years to 
have been a member of the 
state 


prison committee, so I have had op- 
portunities 
for 
investigating 
the 


conditions in our 
own . institution 


that have been denied others. 
May 


I be pardoned (for saying here that I 
believe that the doors of our state 
prison, like those of our other state 
institutions, should bo thrown open 
by law to the State Board of •Chari- 
ties, .so that 
the 
conditions 
there 


could ibo fully' known. I .believe- that 
this would 'be a great big step in the 
right direction. 
I also believe that, 


had this been the custom in the past, 
the infamous "downcast eye", "the 
slide", and other abuses would not 


sary in any well regulated penal In- 
stitution, but iv© believe tliat this is 
not the .paramount reason for main- 
taining; Institutions of this kind. 


The truth of the matter was that 


the 'prison discipline was of .such ex- 
treme severity that discipline 
.was 


the only object that the institution 
accomplished. 
They had a method 


of taking an 'inmate who 'had been 
'disobedient and working what they 
called "the slide." This was a me- 
chanical 
arrangement 
by 
which 


handcuffed' prisoners could ibe sus- 
pended, their entire 
weight 
being 


borne upon their .manacled wrists. 
This was torture— pure and simple — 
nothing else. 
It has been abolished 


and has not 'beeoi used since Dec. 1, 
1905. 
To be accurate, It was used 


for the 'last time Nov. 27, 1905, when 
;i convict (was kept in it one minute 
for "general bad conduct," whatever 
that might mean. 
Ho must 
have 


been a very <bad man. 
Since Dec. 


1, 1905,- it has not been found neces- 
sary, in preserving discipline, to use 
any form of corporal junishmeut. 


For years our state prison was 


noted for the custom of Insisting that 
the inmates should never raise their 
eyes, when outside theli: cells, except 
during attendance at chapel service. 
Tills was the famous, or 
infamous, 


"downcast eye." 
It had long- been 


claimed that .perfect -discipline could 
not .bo maintained without this rule. 
[ think that this 'was Inhuman. 
I t'uM 


to see 'how red-blooded, civilized! men 
could subject human beings to such 
an indignity. 
I -will not waste time 


in enumerating the .may ..objections 
-o it. 
It vas abolished Jan. 8, iflOG, 


and I am 'pleased to say that the .per- 
fect discipline of the prison has not 
been injured. 


The Diet List, as •published in the 


Rules and. Regulations, Issue of Dec. 
S, 1899, was abolished, as 
it

;S our only major penal institution— 
one should have an idea of

ent buildings having been built about 
twenty-five years ago.

roiiUments, but taking it all in all,

might 'bo made in the lighting of tho 
cells. 
At present candles are used, 


and It surely would ibc a great im- 
provement—and one appreciated by 
Iho inmates—if.-,«lectric, lights could 
be substituted.

sisting upon this change during .my 
term of office, but r am free to con- 
fess that there were so many other

Tin horns, such as venders bring out 


by the wagon load in the city's streets 
on election night, are stock articles of 
sale fhe year around in the stores of 
dealers in marine supplies, says the 
New York Sun. 


Thousands of tin horns of various 


sizes are annually sold to fishermen, 
oystermen and men using boats, In many 
waters, in various pursuits, and suc7i 
horns are sold, as well, for boats used 
for pleasure. A big horn of this kind 
might be heard a mile. 


For larger vessels, such as schooners 


sailing in open water and not equipped 
with power with which to blow whistles, 
there are provided mechanical fog horns 
that' can be operated by hand, and that 
can be heard three or four miles away. 


With the multiplication everywhere 


within recent years of pleasure 
craft 


there have beeu introduced still other 
sorts of noise makers. One of these is a 
bellows horn, with the horn attached 
to the top board of a trlmly-flnished 
bellows of oblong shape, to the top 
board of which also is attached a handle. 
This bellows horn can be put doxvn any- 
where and operated simply by p.-essure. 
Though not as big as the mechanical fo£ 
horn it can be heard for a considerable 
distance. 


• A still smaller bellows noise maker 
has in place of a horn an air whistle 


Another whistle contrivance has a 


small upright metal cylinder in which 
'air is compressed by means of a handle 
worked like a plunger. 
The whistle, 


which may be one of a single tone, or a 
chime, is attached to the outside of the 
cylinder. 


Still another modern noise maker is 


an air-blown whistle with a light con- 
trivance attached. 
When the whistle 


cord is pulled the light shows as the 
whistle blows. Obviously the light at- 
tachment is for use at night to locato the 
boat from which the whistle is blowing. 


While these later sound producers, de- 


signed more especially for yachts and 
launches and tenders and other pleas- 
ure craft, are rather more 
elaborate, 


they are used for precisely the same 
purposes as the old tin horn, namely, to 
give warning in case of fog, for signal- 
ing in crowded waterways, for blowing 
for landings or for bridges'.

A bed of logs is 
built up at each side and at the head 
of the bier, which is next covered over 
and strewn about with dry 
fagots. 


Tho (lames are applied and, while they 
burn, the clothing, blankets, etc., of 
the deceased are added to the fire. 
The horse of the dead man, however, 
is not burned among the Yumas, ns Is 
the custom with some Indians. A day 
or two after death the wigwam of the 
deceased, If an adult, Is burned, the 
rest of the family then going to live 
with some relative. The Yumas make 
a great show of sorrow over their 
dead. Later they are never mentioned 
at all. 
The medicine men are still 


largely In control among the Yumas, 
and tho government makes no attempt 
to Interfere. 
Usually their putlonts 


grow sicker, so that they proclaim 
them doomed to die and their proph- 
ecy will almost always come true.
